S.O. 1324. —The following draft of a notification which the Central Govern¬ 
ment. after considering the recommendations of the Export Inspection Council to 
this behalf, proposes to issue under section 6 of the Export (Quality Control St 
Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), is hereby published for general information a 3 
required by sub-rule (6) of rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) 
Rules. 1964. Notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into con¬ 
sideration on or after the 26th May, 1965, and that any objection or suggestion 
with respect to the same received before the aforesaid date will be considered by 
the Central Government. 


Draft Notification 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 6 of the Export (Quality Control 
and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government after consulting 
the Export Inspection Council, being of the opinion that it 1 3 necessary and 
■expedient so to do for the development of the export trade of India hereby— 

(i) notifies that P.V.C. Leather Cloth shall be subject to inspection prior 

to export; 

(ii) specifies the inspection in accordance with the export of P.V.C. Leather 

Cloth (Inspection) Rules. 1965. as the type of inspection which will 
be applied to P.V.C. Leather Cloth prior to its export; 

(Hi) prohibits the export in the course of international trade of P.V.C. 
Leather Cloth unless the same Is accompanied by a certificate of 
inspection issued by the Plastics and Linoleums Export Promotion 
Council in accordance with the Export of P.V.C. Leather Cloth 
(Inspection) Rules, 1965.

2. Nothing in this notification shall apply to the export by sea, land or air of 
samples of P.V.C. Leather Cloth to prospective buyers. 

3. In this notification “P.V.C. Leather Cloth” means cloth made of cotton, rayon, 
nylon or synthetic fibres, to which a layer or polyvinyl chloride composition has 
been applied either on one or both sides. 

4. This notification shall come Into force on the 1st June, 1965,

S.O. 1326,—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Export 
of P.V.C. Leather Cloth (Inspection) Rules, 1965. 

(2) They shull come into force on the 1st June, 1965. 

2. Definition.—In these rules “P.V.C. Leather Cloth” means cloth made of cotton, 
rayon or synthetic fibres, to which a layer of polyvinyl chloride composition has 
been applied either on one or both sides. 

3. Basis of Inspection.—Inspection of P.V.C. Leather Cloth shall be carried out 
with a view to seeing that the consignment of P.V.C. Leather Cloth intended for 
export conforms to the e-'perter’" declaration In rasped of Lhe consignment indi¬ 
cating'— 

(i) the weight of cloth and coating; 

(11) the dimensions, width, texture of piece, quality and colour or shade; 

(ill) the agreement with the sample of the consignment submitted for the 
purpose under sub-rule (2) of rule 4. 

4. Procedure of Inspection.—(1) Inspection any consignment of P.V.C. Leather 
Cloth intended for export shall be carried out— 

(1^ where such consignment is in Calcutta or Bombay, in the exporter’s 
premises at such place; and 

(ii) where such consignment is at any other place, at the place fixed by the 

Plastics and Linoleums Export Promotion Council, 

(2) The exporter shall submit to the officer of the Plastics and Linoleums 
Export Promotion Council stationed at Bombay or Calcutta, a sample of the 
P.V.C. Leather Cloth of the same quality and design as is intended to be exported. 

(3) Any officer of the Plastics and Linoleums Export Promotion Council 
authorised by the Council in this behalf may also himself collect samples of the 
P.V.C. Leather Cloth Intended to be exported from the exporters with a view to 
tracing the produc.tlon-cum-certiflcation history of the consignment before Issuing 
a certificate of Inspection. 

(4) The submission of the sample under sub-rule (2) shall be made not less 
than 72 hours before the consignment is desired to be inspected. 

(5) Without prejudice to the provision of sub-rule (4), where the inspection 
of the consignment of P.V.C. Leather Cloth is desired by the exporter at any 
place other than Calcutta or Bombay, the exoorter shall give not less than five 
days advance Intimation to the Plastics and I,inoleums Export Promotion Council 
to enable the Council to decide the place w^er™ the Inspection shall he carried 
out, and depute an officer to carry out the Inspection. 

(6) On receipt of the sample under sub-rule (2) and, in the case of consignment 
of P.V.C. Leather Cloth at any place other than Calcutta or Bombay, also the 
intimation under sub-rule (5), any officer of the Plastics and Linoleums Export 
Promotion Council authorised by the Council in this behalf shall inspect ih« con¬ 
signment of P.V.C. Leather Cloth in accordance with rule 3. 

(7) After satisfying himself that the consignment of P.V.C. Leather Cloth 
conforms to the declaration relating to the consignment, the officer referred to 
in sub-rule (6) shall Issue a certificate declaring the consignment as export-worthy. 
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5. Appeal.—(I) Any person aggrieved by the refusal to issue a certificate 
under sub-rule (7) of rule 4, may, within ten days of receipt of communication 
of such refusal, prefer an appeal to a panel of experts consisting of not less than 
three persons appointed for the purpose by the Central Government. 

(2) The decision of the panel on such appeal shall be final.

S.O. 1320.—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 7 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government 
hereby recognises the Plastics and Linoleums Export Promotion Council as the 
agency for inspection of "P.V.C. Leather Cloth” prior to export.
